of Anglo-Jewry. The HaAwAm’s address 


showed a true appreciation of fundamental 
issues, while his lucid and cogent arguments 


afford that spiritual guidance which we have 
a right to expect from our religious authori- 
ties. In keeping with the spirit of this
